‘plowing under green crops) was in or- 
der. Severdl members gave them practi- 
cal experiment as very satisfactory. The 
most noted was the statement of Mr. J. 
J, T—-s, a gentleman of intelligence and 
great reliability. He stated that he had 
on an eighteen acre tract, (land that 
made 8 ¢0 10 bushels of corn per acre) 
he turned under a good coat of green pea 
vines, and sowed it in wheat in the mid- 
dle of September. The following April 
the wheat took the rust so bad that it 
made no grain at all. He allowed the 
straw to lay onthe ground, and let the 
land lie idle all the summer. The fol- 
lowing year be put it in corn, gave it 
only the ordinary culture, and made 138 
bushels of corn peracre. This increase 
of nearly 100 per cent. he attributed to 
the crop of green peas plowed under two 
years previous. 

HORSES FED WITHOUT CORN, 

I have proved _ satisfactorily 
what may not be generally 
known that horses can be kept in first 
not raise much corn; sell the most of it 
as roasting ears. In that state it brings 
me 2 per bushel or more—on an average 
of 20 cents per dozen. 

The past season I had about four acres 
in sweet potatoes. Thelargest were se- 
lected for market. I have been feeding 
two horses on the smallest for the past 
three months. They have kept in first- 
rate working order, without corn, but 
plenty of peavine hay and three quarts 
of potatoes at each meal, feeding three 
times dally. I began cautiously with less 
than a quart at a feeding, giving some 
corn at first, but gradually diminishing 
the corn and increasing the potatoes. In 
six weeks I left off the corn entirely. My 
horses have never exhibited the slightest 
symptom of colic. Land that will pro- 
duce fifteen bushels of corn per acre will 
produce ore handred bushela of sweet 
potatoes. The cultivation of the latter is 
not quite double the expense of the 
former. Such is the little rill of facts 
w! ich I offer to your great reservoir.

The knife 
strack the arm between the wrist and 
clhbow, and cut a wide gash entirely 
through it. Mr George Kernaghan, 
who Was ina room near by, rushed out 
and placed himself between Watkins and 
the woman, to prevent the former from 
doing the latter any further damage. 
Watkins then raised the knife again and 
struck Mr. Kernaghan. Mr. Kernaghan 
wore 4 thick flanuel pad under his vest, 
which probably prevented the knife from 
penetrating as deep asit otherwise would. 
A larse hole was cutin the pad. After 
striking Mr. Kernaghan, Watkins fled, 
but was intercepted by two policeman 
anc carried to the city ‘hall, and thence 
to jail. Ue appeared to be very drunk, 
and gave no statement whatever of the 
affair. 

Mr ixernaghan was carried to his room 
over his livery stables and several physi- 
summoned. When these reached 
him his pulse was so feeble that it was 
thouglit his condition was very serious. 
In «u short ime, however, he became bet- 
ter, and the case assumed a much more 
favorable aspect. At alate hour he was 
doing well. He made his will, however, 
in order to be prepared for the worst.

TEXT OF THE REPUBLICAN PINANCH BILL— 

THE MBANS OF RESUMLTION OF SPECIE. 

Be it enacted &-:., that the secretary of the 
treasury is hereby authorized and required 
as rapidly as practicable to cause to be 
coined at the mints of the United States 
silver coins of the @enominations of ten, 
twenty-fve and fifty cemts, of standard 
value, and to issue them in redemption of 
an equalnumber and amount of fractional 
eurrency of similar denominations; or, at 
his discretion, he may issue such silver coins 
through the mints, sub-treasuries, public 
depositaries and postoffices of the .United 
States; and upon such fasue he is hereby 
authorized and required to redeem an equal 
amount of such fractional eurrency until 
the whole amount of suqa fractional curren- 
cy outstanding shall be redeemed. 

Section 2. That eo much of section 3,424 
of the revised statutes of the United States 
as provides for a charge of one-fifth of one 
per cent. for converting standard gold bul- 
lion into coin is hereby repealed, and here- 
after no charge shall be made for that 
service, 

Section 3. That section 5,777 of the re- 
vised statutes of the United States limiting 
the aggregate amount of the circulating 
notes of national banking associations be 
and is hereby repealed, and each existing 
banking association may focreace its circu- 
lating notes in accordance with the existing 
law without respect to sald aggregate limit, 
and new banking asseciatious may be organ 
ized in accordance with the existing law 
without respect to such aggregate limit, 
and the provisions of the law for the with- 
drawal and redistribution of national bank 
currency among the several states 


and territories are hereby repealed ; 
and whenever and so often as circulating 


notes shall be issued to any such banking 
association so increasing its capital or circu- 
lating notes or so newly organized as afore- 
said, it shall be the duty of the secretary of 
the treasury to redeem the legal tender 
Uuited States notes in excess only of $300,- 
000,000 to the amount of eighty per cent. of 
the sum of national bank notes so issued to 
any such banking association as aforesaid, 
and to coutinue such redemption as such 
circulating notes are issued, until there 
shall be outstanding the suna of $300,000,000 
of such legal tender United States notes and 
no more. Andon andafterthe Ist day of 
January, 1879, the secretary of the treasury 
shall redeem in coin the United States legal 
tender notes then outstanding on their pre- 
sentation for redemption at the office of the 
assistant treasurer of the United States iv 
the city of New York, In sums of not less 
than $50. And toenable the secretary of the 
treasury to prepare and provide for the re- 
demption io this act, authorized or required, 
he is authorized to use apy surplus revenues 
from time to time in the treasury not other 
wise appropriated, and to issue, sell and dis- 
pose of, at notless¢han parfn coin, either 
of the description of bonds of the United 
States described in the act of congress, ap- 
preved July }4, 1870, entitled, “An act to 
authorize the refunding of the national 
debt,’ with Wie quantities, privileges and 
exemtionsto the extent necessary to carry 
this act into effect, and to use the proceeds 
thereof for the purposes aforesaid. 

And all provisions of law inconsistent 
with the provisions of this act are hereby 
repealed.

Frnitiess Search of Superintendent 
Walling and the Detectives-- 
Thé Officers Still Hope- 
/ fuleew The Ques- 
tion of the

Superintendent Walling directed his 
attention on Saturday chiefly to the clew 
offered by the finding of the body of a boy 
drowned in Newark Bay on Nov. 17, 
Considerable interest attached to this cir 
cumstances from the fact that Mosier and 
Douglass had cruised frequently in the 
waters about Newark; that a suspicious 
cat-rigged ‘vessel, answering to the dis- 
cription of the one which they left at 
Bay Ridge, had been seen in the neigh. 
borhood about the time of the discovery 
of thischild’s body, and that the body it- 
self, although almost richly dressed 
and apparently that of a child of parents 
in good circumstances, had never been 
claimed or advertised for. These were 
indications sufficient to direct the syper- 
intendent’s attention to a further devel- 
opment of the facts connected with the 
finding of the bedy. An oysterman first 
discovered the body while dredging fur 
oysters. He was found on Saturday 
and brought before the superintendent, 
In reply to inquiries, he said that the 
child was apparently three or four yeais 
old, that his hair was cut very short, but 
he could remember no other particulars 
about bim. A picture of the missing 
bey was shown him, and he was very 
positive that it did not resemble the 
drowned child, but the superintend- 
ent was not satisfied, and gave him 
the request that he compare 
opinions on the subject with 
others who also saw the child's body. 
The superintendent also dispatchéd de- 
tectives to Newark to make igyuwry of 
the coroner and other officials who bad 
viewed the body of the dead chiid. The 
detectives returned yesterday from. the 
prosecution of their inquiries in the 
neighborhood of Newark, convinced that 
the drowned child was not Char @, Ross, 

Ail hope of recovering Charley Ross 
alive has not yet been lost by the super- 
intendent. He spill sends out detectives 
upon every reasonable clew, and patient 
ly reads all the letters that are sent him. 
He took occasion to deelare yesterday 
that in view of the fact that some doubt

This 
is his trump card, and he holds it in 
readiness for an emergency. 

THB DIPLOMATIC CORRESPONDENCE 


Between  secreta Fish and Mr. 
Cushing, U. 5. Minister at Madrid, shows 
a strong desire on the part of this govern- 
ment for the abolition of slavery in Cuba, 
and an equally strong desire for the inde- 
pendence of that island. With regard to 
affairs in Cuba, .secretary Fish writes: 
‘‘War still rages; there is no material 
change in the military situation;” and 
‘this condition of things grows day by 
day more unsupportable to the United 
States.” Elsewhere he says: ‘‘The policy 
of the United States in reference to Cuba 
at the present time, is onc of expectancy.” 
The points at issue between the two gov- 
erpments, briefly stated, are as follows: 

1. The existence of slavery in Cuba. 

2. Injury to American citizens in 
Cuba without adequate means of de- 
manding immediste reparation on the 
spot.

AMERICAN SCHOONER WM. WILSON. 


No oflicial information has yet been 
received here of the boarding of the 
American schooner Wm. Wilson, six 
miles from Porto Rio, on the passage 
from Port Spain to Turk’s Island, by a 
Spanish cruiser, as reported in press 
dispatches of the 15th inst. It appears 
the schooner was hove to by three blank 
cartridges from a Spanish war vessel, 
boarded, her cargo and destination as- 
certained, and she was then allowed to 
proceed. This case, when oflicially pre- 
sented to the government, will demand 
its immediate attention. As reported, 
Spain has been guilty of 

A BREACH OF BENTERNATIONAL LAW, 
for which she must be held to account. 

On the 16th of June, 1858, the senate 
of the United Siates unanimously adopted 
8 resolution in these words : 

Resolved, (as the judgment of the sen- 
ate) That American vessels on the high 
seas, in time of peace, bearing the Amer- 
ican flag, remain under the jurisdiction 
of the Country to which they belong, and 
therefore any visitation, molestat.oa or 
detention of such vessel by force or by 
ihe exuibition of force on the part of a 
foreign power, is in derogation of the 
sovereigoly of the United States. 

After the passage of this resolution 
Great Britain formally recognized the 
principle thus announced, and other mar- 
itime powers and writers in internatione) 
law all assert it. 

THE VIRGINIUS CASE. 

The president in his message transmit- 
ting the Virginius correspondence to 
congress, said: ‘“‘No state of war ex- 
isted conferring upon a maritime power 
the right to molest and detain upon the 
high seas a documented vessel.” And 
the attorney-general in his decision in 
this case, said: ‘‘Spain, no doubt, hasa 


can register and carrying the American 
flag found in herown waters assisting, or 
endeavoring to assist, the insurrection in 
Cuba; but she has no right to capture 
such a vessel on the high seas upon an 
apprehension that in violation of the neu- 
trality or navigation laws of the United 
States she was on her way to assist said 
rebellion.” . 

The detention of the American schoon 
er, William Wilson, on the high SCUS by 
a Spanish war vessel is, therefore, clearly 
a breach of international law which this 
government cannot afford to overlook.

Some of 
the new ships, authorized by congress, 
are in commission, and most of the re- 
mainder are launched, and only required 
their machinery. Two iron torpedo 
boats, the Intrepid and Alarm, were re- 
cently completed, and the torpedo branch 
of the service has been recently greatly 
strengthened and improved. Four of the 
large, two turret iron clads are now under 
gcing repairs, and could be got ready for 
service at short notice.
